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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
08/18/2009 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's amendment filed on 08/18/2009 has been fully 
considered and they are found unpersuasive . 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 3, 8-11, and 76-77 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Oi, et al . , JP 10-130311 
(hereinafter "Oi") is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 1, 3, 6-12, 14-27, 40 and 61 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Oi . Oi discloses a method for polymerizing 

poly (cyclic) olefin monomers comprises combining said monomers, 
chain transfer agent and a polymerization catalyst containing Ni 
and/or Pd ligated only by a monodentate ligand. See Oi, OT 
0009, 0014-0016. Oi discloses a process for adding a chain 
transfer agent, such as hydrogen, in order to adjust the 
molecular weight of a copolymer. See Oi, SI 0033. Oi differs 
from the present invention in that the present invention 
requires an activator compound in a reaction vessel to form a 
mixture wherein the activator has a functional group containing 
an active hydrogen with a pKa of at least about 5. 

6. As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner 
has not located or identified any reference that can be used 
singularly or in combination with another reference including Oi 
to render the present invention anticipated or obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art.
